Befo re the -Mlirror 


ERE WE to view ourselves occasionally 
in the mirror of Truth, we should catch 
glimpses of that which we are in Spirit. 


Those who think of themselves as covered with 
personal blemishes would find in the mirror of 
heaven a reflection of themselves revealing their 
perfection in God, for in Truth they are perfect. 
Their faces would be freed of all traces of impu- 
rity and disease, and they would see themselves 
changed into expressions of that beauty and love- 
liness which they have in Spirit. ‘““We all, with un- 
veiled face beholding as in a mirror the glory of 
the Lord, are transformed into the same image 
from glory to glory.” 

Secretly in our heart we entertain the belief that 
we are something finer and nobler than that which 
we appear to be to sense sight. We may meet many 
rebuffs in the world, but the vision of a certain 
spiritual nobility in us remains ever with us. We 
know ourselves to be sons of God, not sons of 
ugliness, weakness, and want. We envisage the 
good as true of ourselves. In practical Christianity 
we learn to think that we are good and happy and 
healthy and prosperous, because according to the 
Truth of God we are so. To those whose vision is 
fixed upon God’s Truth and His mightiness there 
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BEFORE THE MIRROR 
is neither sin, evil, disease, nor lack. The one su- 
preme fact that we must come to recognize is the 
reality of all things good. 

There is no power in things external to with- 
stand the power of your clear vision of omnipotent 
good, the omnipotence of God within you. Culti- 
vate the eye of faith, which can behold the pres- 
ence of Christ within and about you where the eye 
of doubt might see the appearance of disease and 
lack. That in you which is of God cannot behold 
reality in evil, cannot be weak, cannot fail. 

In the mirror of Truth there are no unpleasant 
memories of the past. In heaven, in the sight of 
God, there is no record of your yesterdays. The 
fact of your perfection becomes apparent to you 
when you realize, in the light of Truth, that your 
seeming imperfections cannot be true in the sight 
of God. 

As you think Truth and love in your heart so 
you are. As you think love so you are lovely. When 
you see the beauty of another's soul in your magic 
mirror, you will behold the revelation of your own 
soul’s beauty. Another person’s belief in your limi- 
tations cannot limit you, for in Truth you abide 
in the realm of God, the unlimited.

Know One Another 


T Is A tendency of the human mind to be both 
| selective and exclusive as regards its interest 
in others. On first thought we may often feel 
that we have nothing in common with certain peo- 
ple; that there is no point of contact or ground of 
meeting; that nothing of mutual interest or benefit 
can result from association with them. Such is the 
limited conception of personal thought. 

As our thought unfolds and develops it be- 
comes more inclusive and more expansive in char- 
acter. We then perceive our interdependence and 
our interrelationship with all people. We become 
awate that we are socially and economically de- 
pendent on others. For the necessities of life such 
as food and clothing we are indebted to a veritable 
legion of people from many walks of life. We 
thus realize that the things that add to our com- 
fort, convenience, and happiness have been pro- 
duced only outwardly by our own efforts; that they 
have been literally brought about through the ac- 
tivity of many persons. 

In the course of spiritual development we tran- 
scend even this broader understanding of common 
interests that has been attained through the intel- 
lect. In the light of Truth we attain the realization 
that we are all one in Spirit. We become aware

of a spiritual unity and fellowship that underlies 
all outward association and contact. Growing in 
the realization of “one God and Father of all, 
who is over all, and through all, and in all,” we 
sense an intimate and divine relationship with one 
another. Just as the different members of the body 
are integral parts of a whole, so are we parts of a 
whole that includes all men. Saint Paul said of this 
spiritual unity: ‘For even as we have many mem- 
bers in one body, and all the members have not the 
same office: so we, who are many, are one body in 
Christ, and severally members one of another.” 

This revelation of a great universal unity shows 
that the good of the individual is contingent upon 
the good of all. It is well therefore that we dwell 
together in peace and mutual understanding so 
that the good of all may be promoted. Conscious 
of the universality of mankind, we discern the 
artificiality of man-made social codes and the nar- 
rowness of intellectual or social exclusiveness. We 
see too the futility of personal rivalry and con- 
tention. 

Commensurate with spiritual growth is the 
quickening of a love and a feeling of oneness with 
all persons and all things. As we grow spiritually 
we appreciate and understand more deeply the 
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feeling that evoked the poet’s words: 
“He prayeth best who loveth best 
All things both great and small; 
For the dear God who loveth us, 
He made and loveth all.” 

Jesus Christ came as a great emissary and 
teacher of the spiritual unity of mankind. His 
understanding of human nature was so deep and 
so comprehensive that it recognized no social, in- 
tellectual, or moral boundaries. His was the great, 
all-embracing love of the Christ that reaches out 
toward all sorts and conditions of men. His friends 
included both the seemingly righteous and the 
most despised of sinners, the rich and the poor, 
the learned and the untutored. As an exemplar of 
the cosmopolitan person He is unexcelled because 
of His talent for adapting Himself to all types of 
persons. 

While we have so far paid tribute to Jesus 
Christ’s ministry of love and service to others, we 
may now pause to reflect that His life was enriched 
and made joyous through His contact with others, 
that the very people He served compensated Him 
with their love and with the joy of human com- 
panionship and association. 

Whenever a life is well-balanced and richly and 
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successfully lived, the individual has compre- 
hended and practiced the principle of oneness with 
others instead of apartness from them. 

A businesswoman once made the remark that 
every person who came to her office brought to 
her something of value and received something 
of value in return. Whether or not any business 
was transacted or any material gain resulted, she 
felt that both she and the caller had been enriched 
by the contact. It is not difficult to understand why 
she is highly successful in her profession. Like 
many other successful people, she has compre- 
hended and applied the principle that we attract 
into our life only those who need our special bless- 
ing and those who are a blessing to us. 

If among our associates there is some one that 
we may seem to dislike, shall we seek to exclude 
this person from our thought? On the contrary 
we should know that there is some way in which 
we can be of help to him; and that he in turn has 
something of good to impart to our life. Under- 
standing of the person to whom we are not at- 
tracted is what is needed rather than an attitude 
that would exclude or ignore. Until we have 
learned rightly to appreciate him it is probable 
that his presence will continue in our thought and 
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associations regardless of our personal feelings 
ard inclinations. Concerning those to whom we 
may not seem to be attracted, it may be helpful to 
bear in mind the words: “I will not let thee go, 
except thou bless me.” 

Understanding, kindliness, and sincere interest 
in others pays rich dividends in the enrichment of 
our mind, in happiness, and even in the most prac- 
tical of affairs. Two salesmen may call upon the 
same prospect, the circumstances in both cases 
being the same. But the one evinces an exclusive in- 
terest in making a sale, while the other expresses 
a friendly interest in his prospective patron, a con- 
sideration for his welfare, and a desire to be of 
the utmost service. It is obvious that the one with 
the broader understanding of human interest will 
most favorably impress the customer. 

Whether or not one’s work or social life brings 
him in contact with others to a great extent, it is 
still important to feel at one with people in fellow- 
ship and understanding. Understanding and ap- 
preciation of human character increases one’s ef- 
ficiency and value in any line of endeavor. Es- 
pecially is this true in the more creative fields of 
work. 

The literature that has lived and endured has 
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ANOTHER 


been the work of writers who looked so deeply 
into human nature and became in their thought 
and feeling so much at one with mankind that 
their ideas call forth a response in and appeal to 
the generations that came after them as well as 
their own. The art, the literature, and the music 
that have lived have all conveyed their message 
and inspiration to the human heart. 

Leonardo da Vinci in his immortal Mona Lisa 
portrayed not the smile of one lovely woman but 
the smile of universal womanhood. Because he 
found the note of common appeal and struck a 
chord of mutual responsiveness, his art has lived. 

As we read the Bible, Shakespeare, the works 
of Victor Hugo, and other great writers, we be- 
hold not fictitious characters but people whose 
counterpart we may recognize in ourselves and in 
those about us. Again we perceive the divinely in- 
spired feeling of spiritual unity. 

Because we are by nature social beings and be- 
cause unity with one another is a law of life, it is 
inevitable that in the course of our ongoing we 
become conscious of our right relationship to 
others. However through Truth we are blessed 
with immediate realization of our spiritual one- 
ness. In its light we now know that our life is 








enriched and made glad not by what we exclude 
but by what we include, that the boundaries that 
exist for us are for the most part of our own mak- 
ing. Availing ourselves of this knowledge, let us 
speedily arise to bless all whom we contact—re- 
sultantly, we ourselves are blessed—with increased 
understanding, graciousness, and friendliness. 

The rewards of maintaining a spirit of under- 
standing and friendliness far surpass the apparent 
and momentary benefits gained thereby. As we 
open our heart to receive the gift that every soul 
has to impart to us, we garner some fruit of good 
from each. 

To grow in the consciousness of friendliness 
and graciousness we simply allow the Christ in us 
to behold the Christ in others. Aware of our spir- 
itual relationship, we know all people as friends. 

Edna St. Vincent Millay expresses it thus: 

“The world stands out on either side 
No wider than the heart is wide; 
Above the world is stretched the sky, 
No higher than the soul is high. 
The heart can push the sea and land 
Farther away on either hand; 
The soul can split the sky in two,
